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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 7-20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 7, the invention relates to a digital video system (apparatus 
and method) capable of real-time recording, and an information recording medium 
(recordable optical disc) used in this system. 

The closest reference Nakai et al (US 5,999,698) disclose a digital video disk or 
digital versatile disk (DVD disk) capable of recording image and audio data on a signal 
recording medium and reproducing them in synchronism with each other, and a 
reproduction system therefor. 

However, Nakai et al fail to explicitly disclose an infomnation recording medium 
configured to have data recorded thereon and data reproduced therefrom by an 
information recording/reproducing apparatus, the data including audio/video data and 
control information for managing the audio/video data, where the information recording 
medium comprises a management area separate from the data area and configured to 
store control information, wherein the control information includes the movie AV file 
information having movie video object infonnation corresponding to a first video object 
of the video objects, the movie AV file includes M_AVFI general information and one or 
more VOBI search pointers, the movie video object information includes movie video 
general information containing recording time information, the recording time 
information is updated to indicate the recording time of a head of the first video object. 
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Regarding claim 19, the invention relates to a digital video system (apparatus 
and method) capable of real-time recording, and an information recording medium 
(recordable optical disc) used in this system. 

The closest reference Nakai et al (US 5,999,698) disclose a digital video disk or 
digital versatile disk (DVD disk) capable of recording image and audio data on a signal 
recording medium and reproducing them in synchronism with each other, and a 
reproduction system therefor. 

However, Nakai et al fail to explicitly disclose a method of recording information 
on an information recording medium, where the information recording medium 
comprises a management area separate from the data area and configured to store 
control Infonnation, wherein the control information includes the movie AV file 
information having movie video object information corresponding to a first video object 
of the video objects, the movie AV file includes M_AVFI general Information and one or 
more VOBI search pointers, the movie video object information includes movie video 
general infonnation containing recording time information, the recording time 
information is updated to indicate the recording time of a head of the video object. 

Regarding claim 20, the invention relates to a digital video system (apparatus 
and method) capable of real-time recording, and an information recording medium 
(recordable optical disc) used in this system. 
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The closest reference Nakai et al (US 5,999,698) disclose a digital video disk or 
digital versatile disk (DVD disk) capable of recording image and audio data on a signal 
recording medium and reproducing them in synchronism with each other, and a 
reproduction system therefor. 

However, Nakai et al fail to explicitly disclose a method of reproducing 
information from an information recording medium, where the infonmation recording 
medium comprises a management area separate from the data area and configured to 
store control information, wherein the control information includes the movie AV file 
information having movie video object information conresponding to a first video object 
of the video objects, the movie AV file includes M_AVFI general information and one or 
more VOBI search pointers, the movie video object information includes movie video 
general infomiation containing recording time information, the recording time 
information is updated to indicate the recording time of a head of first video object.
